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MARKET  REVIEW 

Physical  deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  in  I960  through 
February  20,  appear  to  be  exceeding  those  in  the  comparable  period 
of  1959  by  about  6  percent  even  though  reported  deliveries  totaled 
970,000  tons,  or  about  3  percent  above  those  of  last  year  to  the  same 
date.  A  uniform  rate  of  completion  during  January  and  February  of 
constructive  deliveries  reported  in  December  19  59  would  add  about 
110,000  tons  to  the  volume  reported  to  February  20,  I960.  The  com- 
parable adjustment  in  1959  deliveries  would  have  been  about  75,000 
tons.  The  constructive  deliveries  are  primarily  of  beet  sugar .  If  the 
additional  quantities  indicated  are  added  to  reported  beet  sugar  deliv- 
eries, physical  deliveries  of  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  are  indicated  to 
be  exceeding  those  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1959  by  about  the 
same  percentage. 

Quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  have  not  changed  during  January  and 
February.  The  spot  price  for  duty  paid  raw  sugar  at  New  York  under 
the  No.  6  contract  (bagged)  averaged  6.00  cents  per  pound  during  Feb- 
ruary, 0.11  cent  higher  than  the  January  average  and  about  the  same 
as  a  year  ago .  The  calendar  year  duty  paid  spot  price  through  February 
averaged  5.94  cents  per  pound  or  .  13  cent  less  than  for  the  same  pe- 
riod last  year.  The  average  price  of  raw  sugar  during  the  last  two 
months  of  1959  averaged  6.30  cents  per  pound. 

Associated  with  these  price  relationships  is  the  accumulation  and  use 
of  large  1959  year-end  refiners'  stocks.  Such  stocks  totaled  725, 000 
tons,  128,000  tons  more  than  the  previous  year,  and  about  200,000 
tons  higher  than  the  five  year  (19  54-58)  average.  About  half  of  the  in- 
crease in  total  stocks  occur  red  at  refineries  north  of  Hatteras .  Through 
February  20,  refiners'  deliveries  totaled  761,000  tons,  only  36,000 
tons  more  than  total  year  end  stocks.  Refiners'  receipts  during  this 
same  period  were  about  90,000  tons  less  than  either  deliveries  or  re- 
ceipts for  the  same  period  of  last  year  so  that  stocks  have  now  been 
reduced  to  about  the  level  of  a  year  ago. 

Refiners '  quota  stocks  alone ,  at  year  end  1959  totaled  469,000  tons,  up 
29,000  tons  from  the  previous  year.  Atlantic  and  Gulf  refiners  quota 
stocks  were  reduced  37,000  tons  during  the  year  in  contrast  to  their 
total  stocks  increase  of  62,000  tons. 

Potentially,  more  domestic  sugar  should  be  available  in  I960, if  re- 
quired for  distribution  as  quota  sugar, than  was  charged  to  quotas  in 
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1950.  The  large  constructive  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  and  the  modest 
increase  of  refiners'  quota  stocks  supplement  quantities  that  will  be 
charged  to  I960  quotas.  Although  stocks  of  beet  sugar  processors  to- 
talling 1 ,  222,  000  tons  on  December  31,  1959  were  the  smallest  for  any 
year  end  since  1953,  prospective  production  from  the  1959  cropwill 
make  total  beet  sugar  supplies  available  during  the  first  three  quarters 
of  the  year  about  60,000  tons  greater  than  in  1959.  The  6-1/2  percent 
increase  in  beet  acreage  for  the  I960  crop  will  make  ample  supplies 
available  in  the  fourth  quarter,  also.  The  large  19  59  crop  production 
now  underway  in  Florida  and  the  absence  of  acreage  restrictions  for 
the  I960  mainland  cane  crop  make  for  increased  supplies  of  mainland 
cane  sugar,  particularly  if  there  is  no  recurrence  of  the  freeze  dam- 
age of  1959.  Both  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  are  expected  to  continue 
their  recovery  from  recent  production  set-backs.  Altogether,  I960 
calendar  year  domestic  production  may  well  exceed  5,  200 , 000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  about  300,000  tons  greater  than  last  year  when  pro- 
duction approximated  the  previous  high  set  in  1954,  and  about  10  per- 
cent above  the  1955-59  average. 

The  wo  rid  market  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  f.a.s.  Cuba,  ranged  from 
2.89  to  2.93  cents  per  pound  during  the  last  week  of  January  and  the 
firstweek  of  February  and  thus  reached  the  lowest  level  since  the  end 
of  last  August.  Subsequent  to  announcement  of  the  trade  agreement 
between  the  U.S.S.R.  and  Cuba  involving  1,000,000  tons  of  Cuban 
sugar  annually  for  five  years  and  International  Sugar  Agreement  quota 
reductions,  the  world  price  rose  to  3.00  cents  on  February  9.  Fran? 
February  17  through  25  it  stood  at  3.08  cents. 

For  I960  the  Soviet  -  Cuban  trade  agreement  adds  the  barter  of  425, 000 
tons  of  Cuban  sugar  against  Soviet  basic  commodities  and  machinery 
to  the  purchase  of  345,000  tons  at  2.78  cents  per  pound  announced  on 
February  5  and  330 ,  000  tons  purchased  in  1959.  None  of  the  latter  pur- 
chase was  reported  to  have  been  shipped  as  of  December  16.  Including 
170,000  tons  purchased  in  August  and  imported  from  Cuba  before  the 
end  of  the  year  and  125,000  tons  imported  from  Czechoslovakia  and 
Poland  in  September,  October  and  November  the  U.S.S.R.  has  made 
commitments  for  a  total  of  1,400,000  tons  since  her  crop  year  began 
in  August  1959.  The  trade  agreement  commitment  at  world  prices  for 
each  of  four  additional  years  covering  200,000  tons  for  convertible 
foreign  exchange  and  800,000  tons  to  be  bartered  compares  with  the 
purchase  by  the  U.S.S.R.  from  Cuba  of  from  200,000  to  500,000  tons 
during  the  course  of  each  of  the  last  five  years. This  forward  commit- 
ment together  with  statements  by  officials  suggests  that  the  U.S.S.R. 
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may  continue  to  be  a  net  importer  as  in  the  years  1955  through  1957 
and  (considering  imports  from  Czechoslovakia  and  Poland)  in  1958  and 
the  first  eleven  months  of  1959. 

OnFebruary  2,  the  International  Sugar  Council  reduced  theprovisional, 
initial  I960  export  quotas  of  countries  with  basic  export  tonnages  above 
50 , 000  tons  from  87 . 5  to  85  percent  of  the  basic  export  tonnages.  This 
quota  cut  was  voted  even  though  the  Council's  estimate  of  I960  world 
free  market  requirements  was  raised  from  5,700,000  to  5,850,000 
metric  tons,  raw  value.  Spain,  not  mentioned  in  the  November  1959 
estimate  of  I960  requirements,  was  introduced  with  45,000  tons  and 
the  requirements  estimates  of  the  following  countries  were  raised  by 
the  tonnages  indicated:  France  (55,000),  Iraq  (40,000),  and  Colombia 
(10,000).  The  Council  session  preceded  the  two  large  recent  Soviet 
purchases  and  no  net  import  requirements  were  shown  for  the  Soviet 
Union.  Based  on  imports  of  1 ,  100  ,  000  tons  and  exports  of  about  200,000 
tons,  the  latter  the  same  as  in  each  of  the  last  five  years,  Soviet  net 
requirements  would  increase  the  total  by  900,000  tons. 

The  Council's  Press  Communique  mentions  "supplies,  on  the  basis  of 
a  quota  level  of  87.5  percent,  6,225,000  tons."  Provisional  initial  ex- 
port quotas  at  the  87 .  5  percent  level  together  with  Special  Reserve  ton- 
nages, the  hardship  quota  granted  to  China,  and  the  1959  carry-for- 
ward granted  to  Cuba  and  the  Dominican  Republic  add  up  to  5,805,000 
tons.  In  addition,  Costa  Rica,  El  Salvador,  Guatamala,  Nicaragua,  and 
Panama  may  each  export  5,000  tons.  Additional  export  entitlements  of 
members  (Belgium,  France,  and  the  U.S.S.R.)  are  not  likely  to  be 
exercised.  Accordingly,  the  supply  estimate  of  6,255,000  tons  implies 
an  estimate  of  about  400 ,  000  tons  of  non-member  exports.  Most  of  this 
tonnage  is  likely  to  be  exported  by  Turkey  and  Argentina.  The  U.S. 
Agricultural  Attache  recently  reported  from  Ankara  that  Turkish  sugar 
production  from  the  1959  beet  crop  is  expected  to  be  510,000  metric 
tons  (refined)  from  3.4  million  tons  of  beets  already  delivered  to  fac- 
tories. Domestic  consumption  amounts  to  300 ,  000  tons;  the  export  goal 
is  200,000  tons  and  103,000  tons  have  already  been  registered  for  ex- 
port. 

The  2.5  percent  quota  cut  reduced  the  6,225,000  ton  supply  to  about 
6 ,  066 ,  000  tons ,  approximately  200,000  tons  more  than  concurrently 
estimated  requirements.  The  Council  will  meet  again  on  March  30  to 
determine  final  initial  export  quotas.

HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  January  I960  sugar  deliveries  for  U.S.  consumption,  542,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  23,000  from  January  1959,  and  re- 
flecting large    year  end  constructive  deliveries. 

2.  Primary  distributors 1  stocks  January  30  ,  I960  were  2 ,  07  5,  000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  158,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier  and 
up  70,000  tons  from  year  end  1959.  During  January  I960  beet  proces- 
sors' stocks  increased  145,000  tons,  and  mainland  sugarcane  mills' 
stocks  increased  about  2,500  tons;  refiners'  and  importers  of  direct 
consumption  sugar  stocks  decreased  65,000  tons  and  13,000  tons,  re- 
spectively. As  compared  with  ayear  ago  stocks  of  beet  processors  were 
up  84,000  tons,  refiners  75,000  tons,  and  mainland  sugarcane  proces- 
sors about  1,700  tons;  stocks  of  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar 
were  down  2,000  tons. 

3.  Quota  charges  during  January  I960  were  708,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  smaller  by  11,000  tons  or  1 .  5  percent  than  during  January  19 59 . 
Chargesto  quotas  down:  Hawaii  45 ,  000  tons ,  Domestic  Beet  Area  24,  000 
tons,  Puerto  Rico  1,600  tons.  Chargesto  quotas  up:  Philippines  31 , 000 
tons,  "full  duty"  foreign  countries  18,000  tons,  Cuba  9,900  tons,  and 
Mainland  Cane  Area  720  tons. 

4.  Regionally,  December  1959  sugar  deliveries  were  11  percent  smaller 
than  during  December  1958  to  the  North  Central  and  to  the  Southern 
states,  14  percent  larger  to  the  Western,  1  percent  larger  to  the  Mid- 
dle Atlantic  states  and  almost  identical  to  the  New  England  states  .  Com- 
pared to  the  preceding  month,  December  1959  deliveries,  reflecting 
large  constructive  deliveries  at  year  end,  were  larger  to  all  regions, 
and  substantially  so  to  three  of  the  five  regions  (17  to  84  percent). 

Fourth  quarter  deliveries,  1959  compared  with  1958,  were  smaller  by 
7  to  10  percent  to  four  of  the  five  regions;  to  the  Western  region  deliv- 
eries were  2.7  percent  larger.  For  the  calendar  year,  19  59  deliveries 
were  within  1  percent  of  19  58  deliveries  to  three  of  the  five  regions, 
and  were  2.7  and  6.0  percent  larger  to  the  New  England  and  Western 
regions,  respectively.
